As. first 
laid down in 18th century manuals of war, the essential 
requirement of a suceessful crossing is an_ cifcctive fire 
superiority on beth sides of the water obstacle, since 
the attacker cannot move his heavy weapons to the far 
side until the battle is already won. Both fire support 
and suppressive counler-battery five against enemy 
xuns must come from the attacker's own side of the 
warler. 

Until the cease-fire of August 1970, Isrnel relied on 
air power to oftaet a net inferiority in artillery. In the 
meantime, two developments have tnken place, one dra- 
matic and one which has passed almost unnoticed: the 
Egyptian side of the Canal Is now protected by an ex- 
ceptionally thick air defence deployment; on the other 
hond, the Israels have reinforced their stronghold con- 
siderably and boosted the effectiveness of thelr artillery. 
Isruell artillery is no longer outranged by the Russian 
guns in the Egyptians’ hands: the mobile 175 mm. gun 
supplied by the U.S. (according to forelgn press_re- 
ports) has a maximum range of almost 30 km.; no Rus- 
sian gun can do much better than that. 

Nevertheless, the Egyptians retain a crushing supe- 
riority in the volume of ground fire they can lay down. 
And, of course, the Russo: ey, tian alr defence over 
the Canal is specifically inten to assure that a gen- 
eral contest for fire superiority would be reduced to 
an artillery battle, with neither side being able to rely on 
alr support, It is unlikely that Israel could defeat the 
Egyptian guns by means of counter-battery fire alone: 
the air-defence network is thus intended to deprive Is- 
rael of her last effective response to Egyptian harrasa- . 
ment, or indeed to an actual invasion of Sinal. The air- 
defence deployment west of the Canal, therefore, is the 
crucial unknown in the military equation. What follows 
is an attempt to define just how effective the network 
ig likely to be in the face of Israeli counter-meaaures. 

Before going into the specific tactics and hardware 
available to the two sides, it is worthwhile to recall just 
what a defensive system is supposed to do. It is not 
intended to provide an impenetrable shield nor to be 
invulnerable to any and all counter-measures, but only 
to absorb the enemy's ‘offensive effort and deflect it 
away from the real target. in this case the Egyptian 
guns deployed along the Suez Canal.

Today, Dubrovnik's Jews are fast 
disappearing. Seven men and 10 
women make up the entire congre- 
gation, and of this minute number, 
two brothers, Abramin and Bmillo 
Tolentino, are the rabbi and warden, 
who cnre for the spiritual needs of 
its members and for the physical 
upkeep of the synagogue at num- 
ber 3, Zudloska Ulica.

A carved wood pulpit rises 
from the centre of εἰ all, and 
rows of wooden pews line its 
walls, High up on either side are 
decorative wooden grilles, behind 
which the women once sat to 
listen to the service. The entry 
to the women's soction was 
through the adjoining house of 
the Tolentino family, but about a 
hundred years ago a small gallery 
was added, and the dimly lighted 
rooms behind the grilles fell in- 
to disuse. 

According to Mr, Tolentino, the 
Dubrovnik synagogue, built in the 
fourteenth century, was the third 
to be erected in Europe, the two 
earlier ones being in Prague in 
Czechostavakia and in Worms in 
Germany. A Jewish conmmiualty 
already existed in Dubrovni 
(then the Republic of Ragusa) in 
1352. It was reinforced ΣΝ 
fleeing from the Spanish Inquisi- 
tion, bringing with them heauti- 
fully encased Torah scrolls and

Despite these limitations, the 
Jowish community of Dubroynik, 
never very large, produced 2 num- 
ber of well-known scholars, phy- 
sicians and scientists. Local re- 
cords mention particularly six- 
teenth-century Dr. Juan Rodrigo 
de Castelbranco who, under the 
name of Amatus Lusitanus, wrote 
an ovtstanding medical work in 
Latin, called “Seven Centuries of 
Medicinal Treatment.” A contemp- 
orary of his was Jacobus Flavius, 
poet and teacher of the classics 
whose pen name was Didacus 
Phyrrhus. His grave is still to be 
seen in Dubrovnik's little Jew- 
ish cemotery, 


No quake damage 


Later rabbis and sages includ- 
ed seventeenth-century Aron Co- 
chen and Solomon Oef, as well 
as Jacob Pardo who lived in 
the city about a hundred years 
later. An interesting sidelig t on 
Jewish history in Dubrovnik is 
the fact that the violent earth- 
wake which almost devastated 
the town in 1667 left the ghetto 
and its buildings intact. 

From the time of Jewish em- 
ancipation in 1809 until the out- 
break of World War I life went 
on fairly normally for Dubrov- 
nik’s approximately 200 Jews. 


However, the Nazi occupation 
wrought havoc amongst them and 
amongst the 75,000 Jews of 
pre-war Yugoslavia, of whom 
60,000 did not tive to see Ger- 
many defeated. 


Practically all Dubrovnik’s Jews 
were transported ¢o conveatration 
camps, and barely a handful re- 
torned. A typical story of this dread- 
ful period is that of the Tolentino 
family, who had for generatlonn been 
entrusted with the administration of 
synagogue affoirs, All 10 children 
were taken away to the camps and 
only four roturned. Of these, Abra- 
min, Emilio and one aister Uve in 
the city, while a second sister, 
Stelln, left her native land and set- 
fled In Jerusalem. 


_ Yugoslavia’s new regime gives 
its Jews the same conditions as 
its other citizens, but it is doubt- 
ful if they can ever recover form 
the Nazi catastrophe. At the pre- 
sent time, although the Dubroyv- 
nik congregation Itself cannot 
form even ‘the essential min- 
yen Friday evening and Sab- 
ath services are usually packed 
to overflowing. Somehow, an in- 
explicable wave of age-old under- 
standing, of fellowship and of 
common identity, reaches out to 
the Jewish tourists who find 
themselves in this favourite hol- 
iday resort. Coming together from 
all over the world, they join the 
courageous remnants of a dyln 
community in a brief hour 0. 
prayer.

What is important in thia exege- 
sis of the Religion-State problem is 
not only what is emphasized but 
what also is deliberately ignored. 
This exegesis ls encumbered with 
the lawyer's myopic view of a world 
oncased In the small print of con- 
stitutions and laws. The pettifog- 
ging is fortunately relelved by a 
passionate bellef In the freedom and 
dignity of the individual, but the 
passion Is so single-minded that it 
seems to be able to thrive only in 
a kind of isolated euphorla which 
shuts out all interfering complexi- 
ties. It has a curlous disdain of 
history, not only of certain periods 
of Jewish history but of all history. 
Many Zionists used to despise the 
centuries of Exile and persecution, 
but this indifference to the paat Is 
total and Indiscriminate. There is 
the State of Israel since 1948 and 
thero ore the factors leading up 
to It In the 20th century. All the 
rest 1s deliberately ignored because 
it belonga to the “abnormal” pre- 
State extstence, The role of Zion- 
lam In the establishment Is not de- 


‘nied, But Jt Js labelled as part of 


the bhest-forgotten past, or aa one 
satiricist put it: "Zlonlsm belongs 
to the dnosaur age.” Contemporary 
history has thua been coupled with 
the long-extinct reptile giants of 
pre-history. 


All begins ‘now’ 


And it is not only time that is 
measured by the immediate here- 
and-now. Nationallty, culture, the 
atyle of life, values — everything 
has its beginning and raison d'etre 
In the modern Ieraeli society which 
lives within the boundaries of the 
State of Israel. The Jewish People 
Is past history; today there is Israel. 
The Jews tlving elsewhere are out- 
side Israel in every sense. If they 
settle in Tsrae], they will become 
Israelis; if not, they will remain 
just Jews. 


The Alon!-Rubinstein view nos 
some remarkable similarities with 
the Ben-Gurion philosophy. However 
the differences are far moro decl- 
sive than the superficial re- 
semblances. The Ben-Gurion view 
of the State of Israel is radically 
Zionist ‘and rooted firmly in the his- 
torical consciousness of the Jew- 
ish People.

mon between the siniplisetic State 
vlew and the romantic musings of 
the so-called “Conaanite” poets who 
look back to the pre-Jewish past 
of the Land of Canaan, before the 
Children of Israel took it into thelr 
heads to become a kingdom of 
priests for a monotheistle falth.. 


The Aloni-Rubinstein view shuns 
all dreamy romanticism and clings 
to the contemporary tanglble facts. 
Its glaring weakness js its utter 
lack of a sense of proportion. 


Sense of proportion 


The problem of religion in Israel 
Indeed carries the claasio Church- 
and-State features, and there un- 
doubledly exists a serious iasue of 
Individual liberty in the face of re- 
ligious coercion. But to isolate these 
aspects of the problem and to mag- 
nify them into sore kind of domil- 
nating and obsessive issue, while 
ignoring the ‘history, bellefs and the 
texture of life of the Jewlsh People, 
shows @ disastrous absence of sense 
of proportion. It also reflects an ad- 
diction to a aimpliatic view of a 
complex question and a refusal to 
cope with the fact that, as a mo- 
dern state, Israel is quite unusual 
In its Intricate and Interlocking con- 
nections with the Jewish past and 
the Jewlsh Diaspora. 

Since 1967, thera appear to have 
been significant erosions in this 
attitude. The Six Day War shook up 
the complacency that went with 
the conviction of normalcy, It rats- 
ed In an agonising manner the im- 
plications of the Jewlshness of Ia- 
rael, its profound connections with 
the Jewlsh People the world over, 
the baffling irrationality of the new 
anti-Semitism with Its modern alo- 
ganz and Medleva] obscurantism, 
and the undenlably Zionist charac- 
ter of the national revival and the 
return to Bretz Yisrael as a Jewish 
national homeland. And then there 
has been alf the heartyearching 
probing of the meaning of Jewish 
existence in modern Israel. All these 
seemed to dent the smooth surface 
of normalcy and 115 simplistic con- 
comitants, In recent years there 
have been increasing signs of a 
willlugneas to grasp the complexitles 
of the religious issue in Israel and 
to deslet from facile pronounce- 
ments that dismiss the Issue ih 
terms of a classical Church-State 
confilct. 

It therefore comes as a surprise 
to discover that an American Jew- 
ish writer, Dr. Ervin Blrnbaum, hos 
recently written a book which pre- 
sonts the simplistic view in its pria- 
tine mould, According to the duat- 
acket, the ‘author's ‘scholarly cre- 
dentlal Ip his “study on the progress 
of democracy in, Pakistan,” which 
inevitably prompts αὶ quasi-Ohurchil- 
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3-400 years agn who used the words vf the Book of Jonah (whioh iz 
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Ilan post Bangla Desh reaponse: 
Some progress, some democracy. Dr 
Birnbaum does not make even a 
Pretence of analyzing the role of 
religion in the Jewlsh People and 
Its long history. What ls important 
to him is the bargaining power of 
the religious partica in the coali- 
tlon system dominated by Mapai, To 
describe the alms of the religlous 
parties he uses the term "“theo- 
Gracy,” but he never explojns this 
term. All the parties are. described 
δα secular parties, but for the rell- 
glous parties there ia throughout 
the endearing appellation “religious 
milltants” — the kind of descrip- 
tlon that linguistic philosophers call 
a persuasive definition. There !s, 
therefore, no need for Dr, Birnbaum 
to document his claim that these 
religious militanta want “to discard 
the existing parliamentary aystem 
of democracy and substitute theo- 
eracy for it" (p. 27), The whole 
question of religion in Israel ts, ac- 
cording to him, contained in the 15 
per cent of the electorate who vote 
for the religious parties, and the 
power that these parties exercise is 
due to the fact that the religious 
leadera have become ‘consummate 
tactielans of coalition politics" ip. 
116), 


Perplexing situation 


Here we have a perplexing situ- 
ation. The secular parties control 
8B per cent of the popular vote and 
yet they have voted to establish 
religious councila and rabbinical 
courts. Dr. Birnbaum is convinced 
that the secular majority “acted 
from constraint and against their 
convictions, submitting to strict 
party and coalition discipline." The 
conclusion is clear and simple (p.86): 

“Thos, the norms of religious 
law imposed upon the population 
were accountable to the political 
realities of a coalition government 
and the tactic of political extortio 
ism by a mizority, rather than to 
the desire of an interested majo- 
rity.” 


Dr. Birnbaum's loose use of 
words and definitions leads him to 
describe as “religious militants" both 
the Mizrahi lenders and the Neturel 
Karta. His use of “religious coer- 
eion” and “freedom of conscience” 
ia often morally obnoxious. He 
appliea these terms to criticise the 
rule that all food In the Israc] De- 
fence Forces ia to be keshker, on 
the lopsided ground that this con- 
straink the soldiers “to eat kosher 
food Instead of what they like" 
ip. 28). Elsewhers (p.83) this law 
is described as o “concession to 
the religious parties. In describing 
the recurring debates ahont reli- 
gious education for the childran of 
religious parents, Dr. Birnbaum sean 
only the politica) bargaining; his 


passion for Individual Ilberty is 
conxplevously absent (pp. 120, 149, 
162-163). 


“The Politics of Compromise" [8 
intended as a study of the bargain- 
ing power of minority partics and 
the compromises arising out of thla 
hargalning. This should be a valu. 
able contribution to the underataud- 
Ing of Israeli politics. It would also 
be difficult to disagree with tho 
author's assumption that the rell- 
gZlous partion are the most signifi- 
enant and constant group in coali- 
tlon polities. But the continuous 
overemphasis on what he calls “tho 
technique of the religious parties in 
extracting concessions from the ma- 
jority" (p. 21) befuddles and dis- 
torta the issue of religion in Is- 
rael, Of course there are religious 
parties and there are coalition po- 
Itics, but if we are to understand 
the {issue of religion in Isrnel the 
political aspects should be related 
to all other aspects of the problem. 
To discuss, for Instance, the “who 
Is a Jew" question salely in terms 
of the coalltion crisis (p.178) is 
intellectually contemptible. A book 
on religion in Israel which ignores 
the scholarly literature on the sub- 
ject while relying almost entirely on 
Knesset minutes, newspaper raports 
and & few booklets can only have 
a baneful effect on the study of 
this difficult subject. For it may 
resuscitate the ulmplistle exegesis 
of the problem and misrepresent 
the role of religion in Isroel. It ts 
@ measure of the utter irrelevance 
of this book to a full underatand- 
ing of the issue it purports to 
clarify, that out of 348 pages it 
devotes no more than three pages 
(269-271) to a fleeting and ludi- 
erously superficial discussion of a 
grudging admission that “in recent 
years there has heen a gradual 
thawing of antirelfgious sentiment” 
(p. 271) and that Israells who op- 
pose the religious Establishment 
may nevertheless "wish to atrength- 
en the Influence of religion.” 


One of the most serious attempts 
to amalyse the apparent ambiva- 
lence of the role of religion in Ye- 
racl was recently made by a non- 
Jewlsh observer in Engiand who 
does not read Hebrew. Mr, Clement 
Lesite has overcome his linguage 
handicap by reading extensively in 
English and eonducting numcroua 
Interviews with English-speaking 
Israelis, The tilke of the book, "The 
Rift in Isrvel," is misleading and is 
presummbly the brainchild of the 
salesmen at the publisher's offieo, 
For there is nothing sensational 
about this hook, Its tone Ια cul- 
tured, Its thrust is depth analysis, 
its scope is the whole of Jewish 
History, ites argument is = informed 
by remarkably wide knowledge and 
an incisively eritical mind. nd it

OMMBNTARIESS on the Bible 

frequently reveal more about 
the commentator and his period 
than they do about the Bible. Men 
have always projected themaclves 
Into thelr Bible interpretation, and 
hefore Jong their works are of only 
antiquarian Interest. Moreover, fa- 
shions have changed rapidly, espe- 
dally over the past couple of cen- 
tures, in the world of Bible scho- 
larship. Hiven teachings that were 
regarded 88 axiomatic when I went 
to university not all that long ago 
are now disdainfully dismissed as 
passé (e.g, the Hexateuch). 


The threo volumes under review, 
ye-lssued In Ktav's admirable Libra- 
ry of Biblical Studies serivs edited 
ty Harry Orlinsky, are intcresting 

arily for what they tell us 
about the development of Biblical 
scholarship. As the authors of the 
prolegomena are at pains to point 
out, none of these works is accept- 
able to contemporary scholarship. 
The extreme conclusions of Torrey 
have no place in a world largely do- 
minated by Yehezkel Kaufmann, 
and Christlan Ginsburg's purple 
prose and Victorlan alr have long 
since passed out of fashion. Yet 
there te still much to admire in all 
these studies. Torrey's very leono- 
clasm is valuable for its provoca- 
tiveness as well as ita frequent Mn- 
gulstic Insights. While Ginsburg 
Makes a conaiderable contribution 
through his vast erudition and com- 
Pilation of source material. 


Torrey was Professor of Semitic 
Languages at Yale in the first de- 


vades of thig century. His was in- 
ferested chiefly in the Hellenistic 
and Barly Christian period, and he 
unexpectedly dated many works 
from this cra: Jeremiah and Hze- 
Kiel to the third century B.C.E, and 
all the Gospels and the Book of 
Revelations to beforo 70 C.H. In 
fact, he even came up with 'Paeu- 
do-Ezeklel." As Dr, Greenberg men- 
{ions in his prolegomenon, Hzekiel 
was the one Biblical hook whose 
authorship was not questioned In 
the 19th century, but along came 
Torrey who waa out to change the 
traditional view of the Babylonian 
Exile, He thought that the Exile 
as well as the Return had been In- 
vented by the Chronieler to combat 
Samaritun claims of historical con- 
tinulty. He maintained that the de- 
vastution of Judah by the Babylo- 
nluns had been not nearly ag dras- 
tle ag depicted, that there had been 
ΒΟ) dispersion but not depopu- 
lation, and that there certainly had 
not been any spiritual centre In Ba- 
byjonia from which a larga body 
of penitent Jews had returned, 


Theories exploded 


The Book of Mzekiel, ‘Torrey 
malntalned, was a pseudoepigraphic 
work written after the time of 
Alexander the Great but given a 
Babylonian setting. His views, not 
surprisingly, aroused immediate op- 
position. The most lengthy and de- 
toiled attack came from Shalom 
Splegel, who exploded most of Tor- 
rey's explosive theorles. 


This reissue of ‘Torrey’s work has 


the merit of Incorporating Splegel's 
analysis as well as the subsequent 


exehange between Torrey and Sple- 
gel. 


Torrey’s attitude to Bzra is just 
ag extreme: he nover existed! Ezra, 
too, he ‘holds, was an invention of 
the fertllg Chronicler, Cyrus never 
Jasued any edict of return, there 
never was any return to Zion un- 
der Ezra and Zerubavel, Artaxer- 
xes’ letter ig an inventlon, and 50 
on. Torrey's theory is that the 
Chronicler helleved that the Tora 
had been carried to Babylonia and 
re-edited there; and ag it somehow 
had to get back to Judah, the 
Chronicler invented Hzra, (By this 
stage, It all seems so wild that the 
mind boggles and onc beging to 
wonder whether Torrey himself ex- 
isted or whether he was perhaps 
invented by Orlinsky.) Few follow- 
ed Torrey or were influenced by 
these theorles — yet there is on 
admitted fascination jn the inge- 
nulty with which he endeavours to 
adapt the facts to his theories. 

Ginsburg, ἃ Jew who became ἃ 
Chriatian misslonory, was one of 
the most considerable scholars In 
Judatea in the latter part of the 
19th century, His fields were many, 
his knowledge was extensive, and 
many of his works have been re- 
jasued from time to the. 


His works on the Song of Songs 
aod Ecclesiaates — now appearing

THe show of “Kibbutz Art '71" at 

the Eln Harod Musem comprises 
some ΤΌ artists, and is organized hy 
the three kibbutz orgunizations. It 
shows that it Is tlne we abandoned 
hope of a valid regional art smerg- 
ing from the kibbutz movement, al 
least during this decade, and 
conctled ourselves to a universal 
abstraction and a mannered real- 
isin. Indeed, apart from those on- 
trles harking back to our artlstle 
beginnings, the closest bonds with 
actuallty are Relsman’s (abril) mi- 
nimalism ‘utllising lhe human hody; 
Avishai (Beit Hashitta) catching the 
reflection of mountain tops in the 
sky (1); Shoshanl's (Ginegar) Inno- 
cent figures; and not a bad stair- 
case interlor from Gabbai (Yagour). 
Asymbolist or surrealist tend, prob- 
ably the former because of the 
omission of all titles, characterises 
Van -Zweiden (Naan), Zamir (Kabri}, 
Sharon (Belt 'Hashitta), Dmri 
{Shaar Haamakim) and Ben-Ya'a- 
cov (Ayal). In the print class from 
those deserving mention, only Hoi- 
man’s (Ein Harod, Meuhad) 6 and, 
by stretching «a point, Levana's 
(Maasgan Michael) semi-abstract 
etching (18) and Rosner's {Glyat 
Hashelosha) neat collage '(40). The 
sculpture provides a moderaolsed 
Cycladean bronze figure from Adar 
(Yagour), a flne iron bat In flight 
from Mann (Evron), two formalised 
nickel figures — the second may 
be a bird — from Paz (Zoraa), a 
bird with outstretched wings by 
Katsir (Alonim}) in concrete over 
a metal net and a bronze group 
by Baharavy (Maagan- Michael). 

An Interesting abstract trend, evi- 
dent here, must, one believes, be 
ascribed to the growlng popularity 
of acrylics, in ‘thelr turn now in- 
fluencing 0115 too, It is good, clean 
work, frequently concentrating on 
the harmonious opposition of two 
colours.

HE first questlon we asked Dr, 
T Moise SGehar, Internutionally 
known expert on nutritlun, was; 
Did you have a nutritionally healthy 
breakfast this morning? 

“Yes, even though It was one of 
these ‘funny’ Israell breakfasts." Ee 
described it as consisting of ἴο- 
matoes, cucumbers, fish, bread and 
putter — and coffee. 

Professor Behar, who heads the 
“[nstitute of Nutrition of Central 
America and Panama,” ἃ WHO 
affiliate, comes from Guatamala, 
and he has a true Latin American 
temperament and manners, 


While he did not say outright the 
coffee was undrinkable, he described 
how a good cup of coffee—made of 
course from beans grown in Guata- 
mala—should taste. He even admit- 
ted that different people in different 
countries might have different tastes, 
but he mdicated very strongly that 
he did not belleve that anyone, no 
matter how perverted thelr taste, 
could have llked the coffee he had 
been served that morning. But does 
coffee, good or bad, have any food 
value?" The reply: 

“A meal should not only be nutri- 
tionally satisfying, but also provide 
enjogment and psychological stimu- 

jon. 


Here on his third visit, Dr. Behar, 
whose forefathers hailed from Tur- 
key, noted that “every food need- 
ed to provide a heaithy diet is 
available In Israel." Israel, though, 
did not have such a wide o range 
of foods os Guatamala which has 
Toth a temperate and tropical cli- 
mate. 


EATING PROPERLY 


On the whole, he believed that 
the majority of Israelis were eating 
Properly. Among the minority there 
were two problems: the first was 
overeating which led to obesity, due 
to eating too much of both the 
right and of the wrong foods; the 
second was undernutrition due to 
not knowing what foods to eat.
